Advices from Paris, of Monday evening s date, state

A telegram from Turin announces that General 
Cialdini has succeeded in intercepting General Lamori- 
diere s communications with Ancona.

It is probable 
that he would not, with his 800 volunteers, have taken 
possession of a kingdom containing several millions of 
men, if those millions had not been eager to welcome 
him—and he is truly a strange conqueror who enters the 
capital of the conquered country alone, without arms— 
and exposed to no other danger than that of being over- 
whelmed with flowers. It was not Garibaldi who went 
to Naples, but Naples that went tohim; it was Vesuvius 
going to meet et.” 

Far from the Piedmontese Government acting in a 
revolutionary sense at present, it rather favours the re- 
actionary party. The writer explains his meaning in 
the following passage :— 

“The enthusiastic feeling of Italy in favour of unity 
is so decided, so universal, that, in the present state of 
things, the intervention of Piedmont, stigmatised by 
some as a revolutionary act, is, in our opinion, anti- 
revolutionary. King Victor Emmanuel and Count 
Cavour are at this present moment playing a reactionary 
part. The movement, which would have carried 
Garibaldi to the very gates of Rome, miglit 
have been too’ impetuous for him to master it, 
and in that case the fate, not of Italy alone but 
of Europe, would have been again unsettled. The 
resolation taken by the Piedmontese Government, though 
zit has the appearance of a forward movement, is, on the 
contrary,a halt; it is even for the moment an impedi- 
ment thrown in the way of the general Italian move- 
ment.

It was here that 
the infamous Cesar Borgia massacred, in 1502-3, 
the four chiefs of the Condottieri~Vitelozzo Vitelli, 
Oliverotto, Francesco, and Paelo Orsini. Sinigaglia 
was the birthplace of the celebrated singer Madame Cata- 
lini, and of the preseat Pope. The great feature of Sini- 
lia atthe present day, however, is its fair of St. 
Magdalene, instituted more than 600 years ago, 
and still retaining immunity from customs and tribute. 
The fair extends over 20 days, from July 20th to

miles. Ancona is the chief naval station of the Papal 
States, and as such has displayed a considerable part in 
recent Italian history. Ancona is su to owe its 
origin either to a Doric colony or to the Syracusans 
forced to flee from the cruelty and oppression of me 
siús, It occupies a splendid situation in the slopes in 
front of the Adriatic, between the promontories of 
Monte Ciriaco and Monte Comero, or Guasco. Ancona 
was a port of great importance in Roman times. It

THE POSITION OF AUSTRIA. 

The effect of the recent outspoken opinions in the 
Raichsrath is still telt at Vienna. We have also addi- 
tional light thrown on the reported reconciliation of 
Russia and Austria. The Vienna correspondent of the 
Times was the first to publish the telegram announcin 
the reconciliation, and he now adds, what has been 
before in other quarters, that some concessions by 
Austria to Russia, as to the revision of the treaty of 
1856, are the price of the new Russian alliance. He 
writes :— 

“ As some of the foreign papers continue to question 
the correctness of the information which | forwarded 
to you by electric telegraph on the 9th inst., it may 
be as well to observe & literal translation of 
my telegram appeared in the Wiener Zeitung with- 
out comment. It is not yet positively known how 
Austria managed to appease the ire of the Russian Mi- 
nister for Foreign Affairs, but it is very y believed 
that Count Rechberg has given a not to object 
to a complete revision of of 1856.

Prince 
silosch is at his last gasp, and his son Michael is 
too feeble to be able to make headagainst the power- 
ful Russian party; so that Servia is likely soon 
to become a very active member of the great anti- 
Turkish conspiracy, which extends from the king- 
dom of Greece in the south to the banks of the Danube 
in the north. Evenat the beginning of August there 
was a great coolness between Russia and France, and 
about the middle of that month the Emperor Napoleon 
expressed his conviction that the St. Petersburg Cabinet 
was playing a false game with him. The news of the 
reconciliation between Russia aod Austria must, how- 
ever, have taken the French Government by surprise, 
for neither the Duke de Montebello nor the French 
Charge d Affaires in this city had even an inkling of 
what was going on. Not long since M. Thou 
vonol addressed a circular despatch, which treated 
of Italian matters, to the French Ministers abroad ; 
and in that 2 R- ad Sa bo reference 
to Naples was owing remar passage

no ground to stand on.) At the dinner which was 
given on Wednesday, at Schonbrunn, in honour of the 
Emperor Alexander LL, the health of his Majesty was 
proposed by the Emperor Francis Joseph.
